Dull’s very interesting article 
in the Sunday Journal Magazine 
section on the “humbled canned 
tomato?” 


Pictured while carefully ex- 
amining a number of cans of 
Rogers’ Red Ripe Tomatoes, 
of her own voluntary selection, 
Mrs. Dull had this to say about 
tomatoes:

water until melted; add to the tomato 
mixture, turn into a mold to jell or 
individual molds. Rinse the mold with 
cold water before pouring in the mix- 
ture, so it will leave mold easily.

THE M@UNTING PREVALENCE 
OF HEART DESEASE. 

According to the mortality statistics 
of the United States census bureau 
cancer and cardiovascular disease ¢re 
the only diseases of import:nce which 
are pot declining, as judged by the an- 
nual death rates from all torms of 
diseases these last 3U years. 

Although no one bas yet discovered 
the cause of cancer, physicians whe 
have bad the greatest vpportunities te 
study the disense or diseases known a- 
cancer believe it is brougut about by 
‘wrong living, bad habits we have -ac- 
quired with the artificiali*‘es of civili- 
zation. 

The causes of cardiovascular _its- 
ease are more clearly recognized. This 
is a group of disease cunditors teense . 
ing the circulatory system. It in- 
cludes most heart disease except val- 
vular leakage, also hardening of the 
arteries (arteriosclerosis), also chronic 
nephritis (Bright's disease), also most 
cases Of apoplexy (stroke of paruly- 
sis). Among the predispos'ng factors 
of cardiovascular disease, so far a9 
patholegy can show, is nut our Ameri- 
can babit of rush and hurry The al- 
leged “high tension” of business life 
has nothing to do with the causation 
of heart disease. ‘The thing which 
uninformed people call “nerve strain,” 
which is popularly associated with 
“overwork,” is without bearing on the 
causition of heart disease, according 
pathology. 

Alleged “heart failure” trom pro- 
longed “worry and responsibility” is 
just 2s absurd, to the medical mind, 
us is the popular notion of locomotor 
ataxia from a@ “strain of the back” 
or septicemia from “ecatchinz cold,” in 
a wound. It is much less embarrass- 
ing, in some circumstances, for the 
physician to seem to acquiesce in these 
little deceits than it is tor him 
mention the infection or ths poison 
or the error of living which is really 
responsible for the alleged “break 
down.” 

It is a remarkable thing that the 
mortality tables show a downward ten. 
dency in the prevalence of all other 
serious diseases but a steadily mourt- 
ing curve for cancer and curdiovascu- 
lar disease. In explanation we think 
that public health regulations have 
made some hesdway in th- reduetion 
of the infectious diseases such as ty- 

hoi:i .ever, ‘liphtieria, sinaltipox, m- 
verculcsis, that increasing intelligen -- 
in regard to the safety of fresh air for 
breathing purposes has contribute 
toward the decline of pneumonia and 
tiberculosis and other resp‘tatory in- 
fecticns, that cur utter h«Jplessness 
in the face of the cancer problem ac- 
counts for any actual incréase in ch: 
prevalence of cancer, or, if the in- 
crease is only apparent, (cue to the 
more accurate diagnosis of cancer 
nowadays and the consequent record- 
ing of many cases which under former 
conditions were concealed) then the 
failure to control cancer is attribut- 
able to the fact that so -w lives 
guided by the teachinea » hvgiene.

At 
a cepth of 300 feat below ground 
they have come upon pieces of tim- 
ber, perfectly preserved, which have 
every appearance of having been 


@awn and shaped by the hand of 


mani. 

This timber lies in the bed on an 
ancient river now being worked for 
goli, and the timber is oak. Now 
oak ‘has the peculiar property of last- 
ing for centuries when buried in wa- 
ter or wet sand. Oak piles have been 
taken out from under old wooden 
bridges constructed by the Romans 
and found as sound as when they 
were put there nearly 2,000 years ago. 

Oak, knowr as the bog oak, is 
found buried in peat bogs and is per- 
fectly black, intensely bard and very 
valuable. At present there is an 
absolute famine in seasoned oak 
wood; but if we could suppress bol- 
shevism and open up Russia to trade 
chur famine would soon be ended. 
Just before the war it was discov: 
erel that the bed of the River Mok- 
sha. for a length of over 400 miles, 
is simply “full of magnificent old oak 
trees bedded in sand. 

The river is shallow and broad, and 
the oak can easily be raised. As a 
matter of fact, a company was being 
formed to work these wonderful de- 
posits when war intervened. 

Small deposits are found in Eng- 
land. There is a pool in the River 
Dart, known from time immemorial 
s Oak pool, in the bottom of which 
are masses of fine old oak.

MANY FANS INTERESTED 
IN BASEBALL’S TECHNIQUE 


BY HANS WAGNER. 
When I began this narrative of ae 
ball as I have seen and studied : 
had no idea that so many business wii | 
professional men would be interested 


in what you might call the technique 
of the play.

But Do They Do It? 


That ought to be enough to give the 
baseball sqnads in college a few days 
thought. Most of them more experi- 
enced amateurs could answer 
My idea is not to have 
them say what is right, but DO THEY 
DO IT? 


If they will check up and find 
whether the club has been paying at- 
tention to these things it will he a 
lot of help. A good idea is for the 
team to get together after a game that 
has peen lost—or won, for that matter 
—and review it to see how many im- 
portant points they have overlooked. 

I hope this is not too technical for 
the average fan. If he, even, wiil try 
to figure out the answers to these 
questions he will -be able to under- 
stand a lot of things on a ball field 
that always have heen a mystery to 
him: Instead of razzing players for 
what may look like a stupid play he 
will appreciate the fact that pernaps 
it was a well intended play that hap-

For instance, nothing looks more 
stupid than a squeeze play that fails 
to ge through and nothing gives quite 
so much of a thrill as one that works 
out as planned.

The sume 
can be said of base running. 

As to whether a batter should bunt 
toward third or first depends largely 
upon the situation. If there is a 
runner on second he should certainly 
bunt towarda third. That draws the 
third baseman and puts it up to the 
shortstop to cover—not an easy job. 
With a man on first it is optienal. 
As a rule it is best to draw the first 
baseman off the bag if possible and 
make it hard to get the batter. The 
second baseman would have to cover.

Association of America to the effect 
that it was a closed intercollegiate 


affair and that the French Amateur 


Federation promptly reinstated all 
French athletes who were suspended 
for competing in the same meet. 

“Furthermore, the Southern Pacific 
assuciation calls the attention of the 
national officers to the fact that 
Charles Paddock was suspended for 
competition in the Paris meet and 
not for irregularities in his 1920 ex- 
pense accounts, nor for things he had 
said or is alleged to have said con- 
cerning the A. A. organization 
that, therefore, the committee should 
base its action at this time solely on 
the charge upon which the athlete 
was suspended,” says the resolution.
